An Un-American City. 


Here is an item which is going 
the rounds, in one form or another, 
of the anti-Administration press of 
New York City: 


The expenditares for pensions for 
the year ending June 30th, as now

7,534. In the previous year we 

id $87,644,779 11, while in the year 
n paid $80,283,508 77. 
The cost of the German army, it may 
be interesting to note, is for this year 
estimated at $91,726,293. Besides our 
pensions our army costs $30,000,000. 


The Salt Lake Tribune says when 
the the newspapers put out such 
nems as that, they ought to ex- 
plain what the pay ot the German 
soldiers is; what their clothing 
costs, and what their food is. Such 
an item would relieve the compar- 
ison of all there is in it that is 
odious. It might explain, too, why 
800,000 or 400,000 Germans foreake 
the Fatherland and try and finda 
home in this “tax-ridden country” 
annually; and why, after living 
here five years, there is not power 
enough on earth to force them 
back to that blessed Fatherland, 
where everything is so much bet- 
ter conducted than it is on this 
side of the sea. It is a lasting pity 
that the men who in this couutry 
insist that our people are so much 
oppressed that if we would 
happy we must adopt English anu 
German ways, cannot be induced 
to go to those countries and link 
their fortunes with the people who 
live under such blessed govern- 
ments. The truih is, the whole 
tone of public sentiment in 
New York emanates from the 
English and German banking 
houses situated in that city, and it 
is enough, it being the great com- 
mercial capital of our country, to 
spread its taint to the very confines 
of our Republie. In the war times, 
the Mayor of New York, repre- 
senting the sentiment of that city, 
wanted to make it a free city, that 
it might be neutral between the 
North and South. That, in effect, 
advertised that New York City 
was not interested in any patriotic 
or high-minded purposes; that its 
only business was trade, and be 
wanted to take away every restric- 
tion to that trade. It is a pity 
he could not have succeeded. It is 
a pity that he could not have made 
New York not only a free city, but 
that he ceuld not also have re- 
leased it from its moorings on 
Manhattan Island and moved the 
city and the island itself out into 
the Atlantic and made it a suburb 
of London or Berlin. 

We have strong hopes that by

How Masterly Mollie Matehes Robbed »

The value of the process lies | 
in this, thatitis generally a long time 
before the victim discovers his loss—not 
until he opens his pocket-book— where- 
as if the pocket-book itself should dis- 
appear he might note the fact at once. 

JJ victim in this instance did not 
dis vor his loss at the time, as nothing | 

urred during the despoilation which 
gave him notice; but, having sowe rea- 
son for taking out his wallet about ten 
minutes later, he found himself plun- 
dered. Ile made a great uproar. The 
conductor and train-men were called, | 
but, as he did not possess a clew or even 
a suspicion as to who robbed him they 
could do nothing.

FOUR-FOUTED HEROES. 


Four Exceptionally Good Stories 
Told About Dogs. 


A noston Dog Put op Trial for His Life 
and Acquitted—How Dog Maz Struck 
Terror to the Hearts of lacompe- 
tent Musicians—Faithful “Dee.” 

A dog was actually put on trial for 
his life in Boston last week. It was. 
according to the Philadelphia Press. a 
sigbt impossible outside the jurisdiction 
of Massachusetts curious laws. The 
defendant. Towser, a bandsome setter. 
belonging to one Nathan Simmons. a 
South ad saloon-keeper, was charged 
with having a vicious and savage die- 
position. “dangerous to tho peace and 
bodily weal of the good citizens of the 
commenwealth.” To prove this, one 
Hilmoth Hess swore that the dog bad 
bitten him withent provocation. aod he 
wanted the bandsome anima! killed. 
Towser's owner domurred and the 
court summoned Towser to prove bis 
good charactor. ind he was forthwith 
brought into court and iustalled ion the 
peo. 

Towaer'’s master retained able coun- 
sel for him, and amid tbe titter of the 
audience and tho smiles of Judge Cur- 
tis the trial began. The plaintiff told 
how he was bitten, but acknowledged 
that he bad provoked Towser by toasing 
him. Others came forward. and after 
expatiating on Towser's good qualities, 
the prisoner himself was brought for- 
ward in his own bohalf. At various 
commands he played dead. walked on 
bes Wind legs about the room, stood on 
his head, shoullered arms. whined dis- 
mally in imitation of a song. and wound 
up by marching up the steps to the 
judge’s desk on his hind legs and sbak- 
ing pawa with his bonor. The latter 
was greatly amused, and witbout besi- 
tating aaid, amid cheers: 

“ Towser, you are a peaceable and or- 
derly canine | give judgmentin your 
bebalf and dismiss you, the plaintiff 
paying the costs.” 

A well authenticated story. whicb 
seema almost too good to be true, is 
that of a gentioman. a finished musi- 
cian. who resided some years ago in 
Darmstadt Ie kept a dog which was 
the terror of all tho singers and in- 
strumontalists in tho place, for it bad 
the fatal habit of raising its face to 
Heaven and bowling whenever a false 
note was emitted. It never made a 
mistako, and woll-known singers were 
said to tremble when they saw tbeir un- 
welcome judge seated by his master's 
side at concerts or at the opera, fof Max 
was a regular first-nighter. and a great 
friend of the theater director; he was 
never known to miss a new opera. 

Max was no respecter of persons, and 
when the singing was but a shade out 
be would attract the attention of the 
whole audience to it with a terrific 
bowl. One tenor went so far as to re- 
fuse to sing unless the dog was removed, 
but Max was so great a favorite with 
the Darmstadt public and such a well- 
known frequenter that the singer 
might as well bave requested to have 
the director himself removed from the 
stalls, and he was obliged to give in 
with as good a grace as possible. The 
dog's master stated that be bad trained 
him whon ho was quite a puppy by 
striking him bard when any one sang or 
played a falae note; later on he tapped 
him gently. then he only bad to look at 
bim. and by the time Max was three 
years old the dog was as good a judge 
as his master of a false note. 

At Tarkersburg. W. Va.. the other 
day. a fast passenger train from Cincin- 
nati to New York, on tbe Baltimore & 
Obio Southwestern railroad, was saved 
from certain destruction by tbe intel- 
ligence of a dog. A mulo had strayed on 
a high trestle work and bad become en- 
tangled among the timbers. <A farmer's 
dog in the vicinity. attracted by the 
braying of the mule. went to the trestle, 
saw the predicament tbe mule was in 
and ran back to his master’s house, 
where he set up an unearthly bowl. 
The howling awoke the farmer and be 
followed the dog to the trestle just in 


time to fag the passenger train. whicb 


would bara surely been derailed and 
thrown into the gap below bad it not 
been for the deg A silver collar. paid 
for by a purse raised by the passengers 
on board the train, now ornaments tbe 
neck of that particular dog.

RACING FOR LIFE. 


A Betriever aad an Alligator Swim Tan- 
dem Across a River. 

“On a hot, sultry day,” said the 
Colonel to a New York World man, “and 
within a few miles of Jacksonville, on a 
small tributary to the St. John’s river, 
occurred one of the most sensational 
races for life and prey that have come 
under my notice. 

A party of gentlemen left Jackson- 
ville last July on a sporting expedition, 
taking with them several valuable, well- 
trained dogs. The owner of a splendid 
retriever shot at and wounded a duck on 
tLe northern bank of the stream, which 
was about eighty yards wide. The 
wounded duck fcll intoa jungle on the 
opposite side and the dog went after, 
but could not find it. The doz had only 
left the further bank on his return, when 
suddenly the snout of an alligator rose 
above the water. The saurian gave 
chase, while the gentlemen called the 
dog. 

The animal seemed to realize his 
peril and yelped while the alligator 
forged ahead. The eries ot the party 
were continuous, and the dog swam his 
best. The alligator did not dip ono mo- 
ment, but kept his eyes fastened upon 
the form of the dog. Not an inch secmed 
to be gained or lost by either. The race 
was matchless. Thealligatorattempted 
occasional spurts, making the water 
rush by in a snowy foam, and the dog, 
evidently equal to the emergency, would 
lay his ears back and speed along with 
astonishing swiftness. 

“The middle of the stream was 
reached, and the distance between pur- 
suerand pursued remained the same. 
The sportsmen began to fear that ths 
dog would give out before they could 
ret an effective shot at the alligator. 
Under the circumstances they could not 
fire for fear of killing the dog; besides, 
having only duck shot instead of ball, 
their chances of inflicting any damage 
upon the reptile were few. 

“The dog swam anxiously, excitedly, 
fixing his eyes upon the group of men 
and the low shore. Only about thirty 
yards more, and if all went well the dog 
would be safe. The alligator changed 
his tactics. He would dip his snout 
slightly under the water, and ina wrig- 
gling way would make astonishing 
spurts, but did not seem to decrease the 
distance.

STOLE A WOMAN'S HAND. 


The Querr Case That a Maine Judge 
Will Have te Decide. 

A curious case is shortly to come be- 
fore the court at Portland, Me., being 
the trial of a man for the theft of the 
hand of a woman who had been dead 
twenty years.

Ronald Seaforth, an Englishman en- 
gaged in the lumber business, lost hit 
mother, Mrs. Annie Seaforth. This lady 
on her death-bed made her sun promise 
to lay ber remains beside those of her 
husoand, who is buried in England, 
near Hull. For various reasons Mr. Sea- 
forth has never been able to keep this 
promise until the last spring, when, 
early in May, he had the body exhumei, 
proposing to take it to England. 

It was noticed that the coffin was cx 
traordinarily heavy, and to ascertain 
the cause it wad opened, when it was 
found that the body had completely 
turned to stone. Mrs. Seaforth, whose 
death took place when she was barely 
forty, was a rarely beautiful woman.

and small. and itis said that her petri- 
Jed form seemed an exquisite statue 
sarved in gray marble. Pending bis sa 
ing with it, the body was loft by 
Seafarth in the charge of Lawson. an 
undertaker. When Mr. Seaforth ca! d 
for the remains he found that the ri :ht 
band had been broken off at the wrist 
and was gone. 

lie accused Lawson of tho theft, and, 
procuring a search warrant, found the 
hand in the latter's private desk. The 
case has attracted a great deal of at- 
tention, as it is thought by lawyers to 
be unfgue. Lawson will plead guilty to 
the charge. He says that he wanted the 
band as a curiosity and article of vertu. 
and did not steal it for the ring of guid 
and pearls on the forefinger.
